The process I 
use is, relying on the romaji (roman 
alphabet) spellings that are 
sometimes used in mangas, books , 
and magazine articles. For example it 
would be rather silly to refer to Lum 
as “Ramu” but that is the way it is 
spelled using the Japanese Katakana 
alphabet which her name is commonly 
written in. “Ranma Nibun no Ichi” 
can be seen written all over the 13+ 
volumes of the manga series and on 
some of the merchandise we carry. 
Also I want to make sure that our 
members realize that what is in our 
catalog is not written in stone. The 
Japanese marketing system can be 
frustrating sometimes. We are 
usually able to re-order items but the 
older it gets the less likely we will be 
able to do so. Japanese distributors 
simply don't save merchandise to be 
sold later. They sell all of what they 
produce immediately, leaving no stock 
for future orders. We try to order as 
much as we can but storage space is 
limited. Our merchandise moves 
quickly. Some items that we have 
may never be available again while 
others will continue to be available. 
CDs and videos will most likely be 
available for a long period of time but 
other items like key chains, stickers,

and toys disappear quickly. I strongly 
urge you to not wait when you see 
something you want.
